** @Our City Rafiroads. 

Now that we are delivered for a time from 
the fear of having any more City Railroads 
chartered, it may be well to give-a little atten-* 
tion to the defects and inconveniences of those 

which alréady have possession of the public 
streets, We “do not now refer to the outrage 
practised by all of them ih overcrowding their 
cars and cheating passengers of the aceommo- 
dations for which they have paid,—but to: tlie 
obstacles which the rails offer to the free pas- 
sage of vehicles through the streets. 

As how built, the rail with its deep trough 
and narrow surface obstructs and strains all 
wheels that crosq it, and affords no track to 
any wheels that should run upon it, except to 
, the few which have narrow tires set exactly to 
ite guage, and even these find a bearing only 
on'their cornets, in the trough of the rail. The 
wheels. of .carts and stages, in their tura, mov- 
ing in the direction. of the track, and hence 
striking the sides of the rail at an acute angle 
which will not enable them to mount it, rapid- 
ly crush and hammer down that part.of.the 
pavement in immediate contact with. the rail, 
which is of all others the weakest, because the 
stones terminate in an unbroken line against 
the rail or sleeper, and do not lap or break. 
joints. Thus the section of pavement most in 
use is habitually in . the worst condition, and- 
offers the greatest rolling resistance. This is 
not all; the ‘lurching of the wheels of heavy 
vehicles on the bar pavement, racks and dislo- 
cates the rails and sleepers. 

Again: if the wheels ofione side ofa vehicle 
run in thetrough of the rail, the wheels of the 
other side are confined to a fixed and narrow 
tuack on the pavement, outside of the opposite 


Sys ige _of line and out of 
bearing by the blows of -heavy wheels which 
cross it. The narrow and irregular surface of 
the rail also strains the feet of horses, and af- 
forde them. no fat aad sung,sothalé when they 
- ptrike tt," 

Tt would appear thiat our standard pattern of 
rail is most economifoal for the running of cars, 
and most for the working of 
all other vehicles. And if it was especially 
designed to keep off all other vehicles than the 
company’s ears, it happily fails, for it would 
be far cheaper to“ let all the: wheels in the 
street run flat and: square.upon: it, than to al- 
low them to take it ata disadvantage and 
hammer it to pieces. 

Since all the vehicles in the street, then, are 
bound to use the rail-track, or misuse it, the 


wisest thing the companies can do jis to afford |- 


the best accommodation to the miscellaneous 
traffic, for in so doing they allow the track to 
be merely used, not abused. And if such & 
course is -politic for the old companies, it is 
vital for these which are yet without charters, 
and which are popularly opposed on the very
